Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: the first specie as disclosed in claims 10 and 1 1; the second specie as 
disclosed in claims 13 and 19; and the third specie as disclosed in claims 25 and 32.
